IN THE HOUSE. 
1 QUICK WORK. 
Special Dispatch ie Tribune. 

Wasnincton, D. C., Dec. 3.—The House ta- 
day fulfilled the promises of its leaders that the 
session is to be one of business. Two appro- 
priation bills, the Military Academy and Forti- 
fication, were passed. Tbe House has probably 
never before on the second day of the session 
passed two appropriation bilis, and the Ap- 
propriations Committee has rarely been so far 
advanced with its work. In the West Point 
bill, an old eontroversy relative to an appro- 
priation for increased water facilities was de- 
cided in fayorof an iucrease of the appropria- 
tion, the Committee having been defeated in its 
first attempt to cut down the necessary appro- 
priation. There is no Congressional election 
impending, and Democratic members seem less 
disposed to encourage the cheese-paring system 
of economy than they were last session. 

A NEW COUNT. 

The resolute position taken by the Green- 
backers fn their Convention here has caused the 
Democrats to revive their count of parties in 
the next Conyress. If the seventeen Green- 
backers hold together, as they assert they will, 
and do not enter the Democratic conference, 
the Democratic majority in the next House will 
be reduced to one: single vote. This fact has 
cgused alarm to-day among the old-lime Demo- 
crats, who do not now feel as certain as tbey 
have of the election of the regniar candidates 
ol the Democratic caucus. 

BRENTANO’S NATURALIZATION RESOLUTION. 

Following is the text of Brentano’s resoia- 


tion: 

Resolved, That the ent of the Urited 
States be requested to transmit to this Hous:, if 
not incompatitie with public interest. all the pa- 
pers and correspondence between this Governm ent 
and the Government of the German Empire in rof- 
erence to the expulsion from the territory of tue 
German Empire of Julius Baumer, a naturalized 
citizen of the United —＋ and a resident of Chi- 
cago, while on a visit his aged parents at 
Munster, Westphulia, in thse Kingdo om of Pruseia, 
by the Prussian Government, in violation of the 
treaty of May, 1828. 

WOOD'S BLUNDER. 

The Democrats are bitter in criticism of Fer- 
nando Wood for his lack ‘of political sagacity, 
and his maladroituess in precipitating a section- 
al debate yesterday upon the House in con- 
nection with the reference of the President’s 
message. Some Louisiana Conservative Demo- 
erats have been particularly outspoken in de- 
nunciation of Wood. bey A say that hitherto 
thev have always charged Northern Repulicans 
‘with inaugurating a sectional controversy, but 
now the Democrats must assume the responsi- 


bility. 
FREE SHIPS. 

Tue vote in the House to-day upon the reso- 
lution of Carter Harrison for free ships is in- 
terpreted dy some to-vight as a test vote on that 
question. Harrison asked the reference of the 
resolution to the Commerce Committec, which 
‘has a majority in favor of free ships. A point 
was immediately made that the bili! should go 
tothe Ways and Means Committee, whichis 
opposed to free ships. Harrison’s motion to 
take the bill to the Commerce Committee was 
carried by a vote of 04 to 56, which is regarded 
by the frieuds of tree ships as au indication that 
the Commerce Committee will report a bill in 
aceordancé with the resolution. The vote was 
very nearly partisan, but few Western Repub- 
licans voting forthe reference to the Com- 
mittee. 

NATURALIZATION. 
To the Western Associated Press. 

Wasnrneton, D. C., Dec. 3.—The joint reso- 
lation introduced to-dav by Representative 

nger requests the President to give notice 
to the Government of Germany that the treaty 
of Feb. 22, 1868, known as the Bancroft Treaty, 
will be terminated by this Government at the 
end of two months alter giving ‘notice. The 
objectionable part of the treaty is the clause 
which provides, with reference to natoraliza- 
tion, that “the inteut not to return to one's 
adopted country may be held to exist when the 
person naturalized in one country resides more 
than two years in the other country.“ If the 
Bancroft Treaty be terminated, the richts of 
citizens of either country residing in the other 
will be determined by the treaty of 1825, which 
recognizes cqual rights of native and patural- 
ized citizens to sojourD ia the territories of each 
Government.

A SON KILLS HIS MOTHER.

Pirrssone, Pa.. Dec 3—An inquest was held 
this aſteruoon on the body of Mrs. Fullerton, 
who died last night at the residence of her son 
in Allegheny City under circumstances which 
led to the belief that she had been foully dealt 
with. Several witnesses were examined, the 
burden of their.testimony being thatthe woman 
went to ber son’s house Saturday eveuine; that 
her son ‘sent out for a quantity of whisky, of 
which they both imbibed so freely as to become 
intoxicated; that toward midnight a quarrel 
arose between them, during which the son 
beat his mother onthe head with u piece of 
wood, knocking ber down and rendering her im- 
sensible, that when discovered, eariy yeeter- 
day morving, she was in a comatose condition; 
that she lingered until last nigut, when she 
died. The jury returned a verdict that the 
woman came to her death by blows inflicted by 
her son. Fullerton ua about 60 years of 
age. The murderer is quite a young man. He was 
committed to jail for trial at court. This is one 
of the most signal illustrations of man's capa¢ity 
for crime when under the influence of liquor 
that bas ever occurred in this community.

It would only take 
a small amount of money to lock ud a million 
of gold. If, by doing this, stocks could 
be depressed about. five pointe,.a large 
profit would accrue to brokers. The action of 
the Clearing-House, the banker thought, would 
soon be reversed. Many banks in the late meet- 
ing are already regretting their course. The 
Ciearing-House Association bas no ill-feeling 
toward the peopie, and, if they found the best 
interests of the country demanded it, they 
would reverse their action. The banker thougtit 
resumption would be accomplished in January 
without any difliculty. Although, perhaps, det- 
rimental to hhnsetf personally, he was free to 
admit that resumption was best for thé country.

The last-named case was u suit on an appeal- 
bond. The appellant, being the odligor ot the 
bund, filed a blen of nil debet, and, afterward, 3 
plea that the suit in which he had signed the ap 
peal-bond had been reversed vy the Supreme 
Court, so that the condition of the bound had 
not become operative. It seems that | the 
judgment was first reversed, and then on re- 
bearing atfirmed.- The plea was stricken out, 
and Walker appealed. The Appellate Court 
held the plea was defective, as it did not tra- 
verse the allegations of the declaration, for 
it did pot follow because the case had been re- 
versed that it had not teen affirmed, The 
court below, therefore, acted correctly in re- 
fusing to allow the plea, and ite judgment would 


be affirmed. 
HORAN vs. CROWLEY. 

This was a suit to recover damages for breach 
of contract of partnership. The parties enterea 
into the business of renovating butter together. 
Crowley was to furnish the capital, rent the 
store, etc., and Horan was to renovate the bnt- 
ter according to some private recipe. It was 
also agreed that Horan should receive $50 a day 
for every day he was idie on account of lack of 
butter to renovate. The room was rented, aud 
all necessary preperations made for work, 
but no butter was ever bonght, as 
Horan said the price was too high 
to make any profit. Soon after the firm 
was formed it was dissolved by Crowley, and 
Horan thea brought suit to recover damages lor 
breach of the contract generally, dud also the 
$50 a day special damages for the time be wus 
unemployed. The Appellate Court held the 
partwersbip bad never been ac formuad, 
that the special damages were — 1 to run 
only after the business was begun, and, it never 
baving been commenced, Horan was not entitled 
to any $50 a day. Moreover, the damages from 
the breach of the contract were too remote aud 
speculative in their character to alf any clue 
as to how much Horan had lost, and he was 
entitled to no recompense on this ground. The 

udgment of the court below was therefore af- 
, which gave him nominal damages. 
THE STATE SAVINGS INSTITUTION. 

In the matter of the State Savings [ustitution, 
the petition of Klein, ete., a pomt of some in- 
terest was decided. Kieu in August, 13877, de- 

ited with the State Savings Bank a draft for 
— on a lumber company in the central part 
of New York, for collection.” This was sent to 
the New York correspondent of the bank here, 
the Chemical National Bank of New York, and 
thence by that bank through divers of the cor- 
respondents to the place where it was drawn. 
There it was paid and the money returned 
throagh the same circuitous channels to the 
Chemical National Bunk, where it was deposited 
to the credit of the State Savings Bank the very 
day it failed. Klem subsequently asked to 
have the Receiver pay him in full, which request 
was refused. He then filed a petition before 
Judge Williams, which was dismissed and an 
appval taken. 

e Appellate Court held that as soon as the 
money was collected by the State Savings 
Bank, the relation of agent and principal be- 
tweeen it and Klein ceased, and became thence- 
forth only a relation of debtor and creditor, as 
it was never the custom of a bank to return 
precisely the same money it 1 es A but only 
ao equivalent amount. id appear 
whether the Chemical National Bank ¢ owed the 
State Savings Bank at the time of the credit 
or wot, and that was a material question. 
Klein, therefore, had no equities superior to 
those of auy other creditor. If the Chemical 
National Bank had the specific $500 it collected 
for him fn its ,oOsséssion, Ubappropriated, he 
could go to it and claim it, or H he had notified 
that bank before it paid the amount over that 
the money was his, he could have saved it. The 
ruling of the court below would therefore be 
altirmed 

TANNER vs. HASTINGS. 

The case of Tanner and others against Hast- 
ings was a suit on a promissory note made by 
appellants for the accommodation of lee.

Soon after Frink de- 
cided to accept the offer, and asked Anderson 
for the money. The latter then drew a note 
aud induced appellants to sign it, ou which 
$1,000 was obtained and paid over to Frink. 
T be appellants were compelled to pay the note, 
aud then brought suit to recover amount 
from © Hastings. He defended on the 
ground that be bad given Anderson no 
authonty to make the note, and that he was 
not respousible; that the agency of Anderson 
was a special one, and persons dealing with him 
were bound to know at their peril that be acted 
within the scope of his agency. He obtained a 
verdict, and tue plaintiffs appealed. 

The Appellate Court beid that the agency of 

Anderson was a general one, for the purposes 
specified; that be acted within the line of his 
authority iu making a note to raise the $1,000; 
and that appellee was liable for the amount of 
such note. The judgment of the below 
was, therefore, reversed. 

A LITTLE INSUBANCE LAW. 

Judge Blodgett Dir sare decided a point of 
some importance in the case of Sands vs. The 
German-American Insurance Company. This 
was a suit on an insurance-policy, and the de- 
fendant tiled a special plea that the plaintiff had 
tailed to make proofs of loss before the near- 
est Notary,” as required by the policy, so that 
the Company was not liable. A demurrer was 
filed to this plea. and Judge Blodgett heid that 
it was not necessary that the proois should be 
made before a Notary Public nearest to the place 
of the fire, but that they might be made before 
auy Notary in the vicinity of the fire. The de- 
murrer was therefore sustained.

THE SILVER DOLLAR. 
Silver the Original Currency of the World 
A Warning to the National Banks and 
New York Clearing-House, 
To the Editor of The Tribune. 

Curcaco, Dec. 3.—We are told in Holy Writ 
that when Abraham, the Father of the Faithfal, 
some eighteen centurics before Christ, would 
have purchased the cave 6; Machpelah as a 
burial-place for his beloved Sarah, he was offer- 
ed it as free gift, but would not accept it with 
out paying its full value, and so Abraham 
weighed to Ephron 400 shéekels of silver, current 
money with the merchant.” Here we bave the 
first moneyed transaction ever rded made in 
silver. which we are informed was “current 
money with the merchaut.” Had the Father 
of the Faithful but known dow dishonest this 
transaction would have seemed, viewed in the 
clear hght of the wat stew century, and as ex- 
pounded by the New York Clearing- House, never 
would he have offered silver in payment for the 
purchase, even though it vas “current money 
with the merchant.“ ict us not judge the 
grand old patriarch too harghly, for 1t was not 
for him in that dim and shadowy past vo know 
how dishonorable the act would seem; he could 
not foresee the action of . New York banks, 
he knew nothing of that high code of honor 
which makes it dishonest offer to pay one’s 
debts even in legal monewéf it be not the kina 
the creditor may desire, and is not as valuable

as the creditor may wish. Could the Father of 


the Faituful have foreseen all these things, never 
would he have been guilty of dishonesty in pay- 
ing that last tribute to the memory or his be- 
loved wife. 

Again, we are told that, Naaman, the great 
Captain of the bosts ot § ria, would have pur- 
chased from the prophetof God deliverance 
from the loathsome leprosy with two taienta of 
silver,--about $4,000 in our money. Surely no 
mean fee that he offered, had it not been in the 
dishonest silver. And ao.ali through Bible 
history we find these grand men of old ali 
laboring under the strange delusinn that silver 
was money, and that it was honcst in the sight 
of God and wan to pay one’s debts in the money 
“currenct with the merchant.” But to-day, in 
this enlightened age, we arc told that it is die- 
heporable to pay one’s debts in the meta) which 
for 6,000 years, in all times and at all places, has 
been used for money, aud which God Himself, 
in His Divine Word, has evervwhere recognized 
as the money of the world, auti) at last we come 
to that greatest of all transactions, where the 
Son of God is betrayed for money, and we find a 
Juda betraying his Lord and Master for 30 
pieces of silver, and so inthe Word of God the 


first and the last moneyed transaction recorded 


was made tn silver, the money of the world. 

But doubtiess, in answer to these authorities 
of old, we should be told by the New York press 
that our authorities are had; that in those far 
off dave they had no sense of business honor: 
that Abraham was but a dishonest old Jew, too 

sharp for the Sous of Heth, aud that Judas. he 
banged himself, was but a striking example of 
the chagrin and mortification of the man who 
attempted to do his business upvn a silver basis: 
that Judas’ great mistake was that he allowed 
that Sanhedrim to overreach hia: and pay him 
in silver rather than gold. Poor Judas: had be 
been a member of the New York Clearing- 
House he would have beef too smart for that. 
For when the New Yorks banks would betray the 
Government, and sell the people to the Euro- 
pean bondholder, it is not sitver, but gold, they 
demand. 

But tet ns not judge those Bible characters 
too severely; they had not been schooled in our 
modern school of finance: they had vo New 
York Clearing-House, witb the Secretary of the 
Treasury as silent partuer,—no John Sher 
man to show them how they could 
nullify the laws of the land. Toey 
had never been taught how dishovest it was te 
pay a debt in the money “current with the 
merchant.’ Rather let them be objects of pity 
than censure. We of this latter part of the 
nineteenth century have been better taught; 
we have had our creed well formulated: we un- 
derstand those higber truths of which in Bible 
times they bad no knowledge, 

For years past the New York press have beet 
instructing the people of these United States, 
until there is scarce a business-roan in the coun- 
try but can repeat their creed:

„% We believe that any man who wil) so far 
forget his manhood as to offer to pay a debt in 
anything but gold, is a mao dangerous to the 
best interests of society; that, ia short, he is a 
thief aud a robber, and no honorable mar vill 
continue WTS relations with the wretched 
scoundre 

“We — that, when the Devil offered to 
the Savior all the kingdoms of earth as a posses- 
sion if He would bow dowu and worship him, ft 
was a sublime example of impudence and audyc- 
ity worthy the inatitutwn of the National banks 
in their attitude towards the Gicveroment. 

“We believe that the creator is subservient to 
the create: that the Government of the 
United States is subservient tothe National 
banks and New York Cle 1 and that 
it is the right of the bandes (gained by impu- 
dence and audacity) to dietato to the Govern- 
ment on what terms and in what money it shall 
be allowed to pay its just debts. 

„ We believe that with the aid of the Govern- 
ment the banks cap continue to rob the people, 
and that in time we can form a moneyed aristuc- 
racy which shall contro! all branches of the 


Government. 

“We beiieve that the National banks are in 
fact the Government of these United States by 
the right of robbery; and that the people are 
but our vassals.” 

Such, Mr. Editor, seems to be the position of 
the New York banke, backed by all of the 
power of the New York press. 

Was there ever such tmpudence and audacity 
manifested! They stand forth before the peo- 
ple as nullifiers uf the law of the land. threat- 
ening the Uuited States Government unless it

OUR MINISTER OF FINANCE. 
Now comes the cry from Wall street, and 
from the parlors of every bank and shaving 
and ‘money-lending shop at the East, that 
„the West has reopened the silver ques- 
tion.” Hardly had the returns of the No- 
vember election been received before the 
whole press of the East broke out in denun- 
ciation of the use of silver in resumption ; 
and the associated banks have announced 
their purpose to demonetize silver by re- 
fusing to recognize it as bankable funds, 
This action, taken so simultaneously at the 
close of the election, is further intensified 
by the fact that it was dove by the co-op- 
eration and approval of Secretary SHzRMaN, 
who, abusing his office, has demonet'zed 
silver so far as the Government 
is concerned by refusing to pay 
it out unless on special request! Here, 
then, we have the disclosure of a conspiracy 
between the Secretary of the Treasury and 
the Eastern money-lenders to demonetize 
silver by nullifying the law and the practice 
of extortion and intimidation upon the coun- 
try. It was not until this scheme, which had 
been secretly concocted, was disclosed after 
the election that the people of the West 
comprehended how they had been betrayed 
into the hands of the money-lenders by the 
Secretary of the Treasury. They entered 
their protest against the banks and the Sec- 
retary of the Treasury demonetizing silver, 
when the American people less than 2 year 
ago had declared that this should not be 
done. 

Having entered into a combination with 
the National banks and those interested in 
having all debts paid exclusively in gold 
coin, the Secretary of the Treasury in his 
message to Congress recommends that body 
to practically repeal the act remonstizing the 
silver dollar; and, if this cannot be done, he 
asks Congress to demonetize the silver dollar 
indirectly by limiting its coinage to $50,- 
000,000 


The Treasury Department holds some 
14,000,000 of silver dollars, and the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury proposes to keep them 
in the Treasury, in order to enable the banks 
to successfully maintain a gold eurrency. If 
$14,000,000 are sufficient in the mind of the 
Secretary andof the banks to so demoralize 
business as to render the banks unable to 
insist on a gold currency, what will be the 
effect of coining $50,000,000? If, however, 
he concludes that $50,000,000 in silver 
may be maintained at par with gold, 
why shonld he be so afraid of the 
effect af issuing the $14,000,000 already coin- 
ed, that he declares he will not issue a dol- 
lar of it except that it be preferred to gold ? 
By what rale or estimate, and by what in- 
spiration vouchsafed to him, is he enabled to 
fix 50,000,000 as the sum of silver dollars 
which ean circulate at par? Why fifty in- 
stead of sixty? Why sixty instead of 
eighty or one hundred millions? In En- 
gland, one hundred millions of dollars of 
cheap subsidiary silver coin circulates at par 
with gold. In France, $600,000,000 of silver 
coin circulates alongside of and at par with 
gold: What angel of light has given the 
Secretary the power to say that $50,000,000 
of silver coin, ‘a legal-tender for every pur- 
pose that gold is a legal-tender, is ail that 
the American people will receive at par? 
Wes it the same angel that inspired him a 
few years ago to declare that both the gold 
and silver coin of the United States was too 
large and too valuable, and should therefore 
be reduced by the abolition of the silver dol- 
lar and the clipping of. 34 per cent frdm the 
gold coins ?

If 
such a dollar be ever authorized, the invent- 
or should have his head, from the tip of his 
chin to the extremity of his ears, graven on 
both sides of the coin. It should be known. 
forever as the Burna dollar,” lest by any 
accident mankind should fail to know that 
he invented it. Having made the dollar 
flexible, one to be enlarged or reduced from 
day to day, let him at the same time devise 
a flexible yard-stick and a flexible bushel, 
and let them and the dollar be known far 
and wide as the creations of Joun Sunnsax, 
invented by him to make all things equal at 
all times and under all circumstances to 
every body. 

The peril of the country is not in the com- 
bination of the banks,—-they live by suffer- 
ance,—but the perilis in the refusal of the 
Secretary of the Treasury to execute the Sil- 
ver law. Since February last he bas coined 
18,000,000 only of silver dollars, and has 
held $14,000,000 of that in the ‘Treasury 
vaults. His excuse that he cannot get it out 
when his disbursements for salaries alone are 
perhaps three times as great as the whole 
coinage will deceive no one. The law directs 
the coinage of not less than two millions nor 
more than four millions a month. This 
gives the Secretary adiscretion which, con- 
sidering his avowed purpose to demonetize 
the dollar and keep it from circulation, is 
wholly misplaced. That discretion must be 
removed, and before Congress adjourns, if 
not before resumption, all restrictions upon 
the coinage of silver should be abolished. It 
is only by the free coinage of the silver dol- 
lar that the country can be protected against 
the combinations of the mono-metallists and 
the Secretary of the Treasury to force an ex- 
clusive gold currency,—to force an ever- 
ris.ng value of gold and an ever-falling value 
of all kinds of property. 


SOME MISTAKES OF CURTIS, 

Harper’s Weekly discusses some questions 
well and others weakly. It is wise on Civil- 
Service matters, but otherwise on the silver 
question, as witness the following from its 
issue of the 7th,—next Saturday : 

There has been a confused notion in many minds 
that as goad and silver are the money of the Con- 
stitution, all that was necessary for financial re- 
lief was to issue plenty of gold and silver coins. 
This view has assumed that they would circulate 
together, and that it would make no difference to 
the workman whether he were paid in gold or 
silver doilars. This is part of the filusion 
under which many honest workingmen 
have labored. They have deen shown very 
clearly in the discussion of the autumn, 
that when the Government coins 85 cents’ worta of 
silver and calls it a dollar, and makes ita legal 
tender, ite power ends, for it cannot compe) any 
mao in the country to sell a dollars worth ot bread 
and meat or to give a dollars worth of labor for 85 
cents. In other words, the workingman and every 
other man gain nothing oy oalling 85 cents a dol- 
jar. As the law stands, silver dollars are to be 
coined at the rate of 2, 000, 000 monthly. But it 
this continues, the currency of tne worid will be 
driven out of the country. and we shall be left to 
the uncertainty of a fluctuating currency. with 
the consequent paralysis of industry and enter- 
prise. 

There has been a fearfully confused no- 
tion in the mind” of the writer of this ex- 
tract in regard to the monetary use of silver. 
The “silver question is certainly not his 
„strong holt.” With all due respect for Mr. 
Grose Wurun Curtis statement, he never 
saw an 85-cent legal-tender silver dollar in 
his life, nor never saw the man that did. 
There is no money in circulation in the 
United States that will buy a standard silver 
dollar for 85 cents, or 95 cents, or 99 cents. 
Mr. Curtis may go into any market or store 
in all New York, and if he purchases 85 
cents’ worth of articles and lays down a 
standard silver dollar the shopkeeper will 
return him 15 cents in change; and if he 
puts down a gold dollar he will get back no 
more, There is no shop in New York where 
he can purchase more of any commodity 
for a gold than for a silver dollar. We 
challenge him to name the place. There is 
no workingman im that city who will 
labor one minute longer for a gold. 
than for a silver dollar. Let Mr. 
Curtss try the experiment and con- 
vince himself. He has a sentimental idea 
that a gold dollar is worth 15 cents more than 
a silver one, but, when tested by the cold 
actualities of business experience, it is not 
so, and there is not a particle of difference 
between them in purchasing power anywhere 
in the United States, and, of course, they 
are exactly equal in paying debts. Mr. 
Curtis is the victim of an illusion when 
he supposes that the two coins do not circu. 
late together on equal terms, and when he 
thinks that the gold coin is more valuable 
to tho “honest workingman” than the 
silver coin. We can assure him that it 
makes not the slightest difference to the 
workingman whether he is paid in gold or 
silver dollars, except that the former is so 
smalla coin the receiver runs considerable 
risk of losing it, and for this reason he will 
be apt to prefer the silver dollar. 

Mr. Curtis expresses the opinion that if 
silver dollars continus to be coined at the 
rate of 2,000,000 monthly, the currency of 
the world will be driven out of the country,” 
etc. We take it for granted that he means 
gold by the expression currency of the 
world,” which shows how badly he is 
posted on the currency question. The 
fact is, that half the world use silver 
exclusively; more than one-quarter use 
gold and silver interchangeably; and 
less than a quarter use the gold“ standard 
with silver in large quantities for subsidiary 
purposes. Half the coin money in the world 
is silver—strange as the fact may appear to 
Mr. Curnzm, At the coinage rate of only 
$2,000.000 of silver per month, it will re- 
quire whole generations of time, perhaps 
centuries, for white money to drive out the 


yellow, and then failin doing it. As silver 


money increases in quantity, the demand for 
gold will decrease, and its dearness will also 
dechine. The more silver is thrown into 
circulation the cheaper gold will become by 
reason of the reduced demand and use for it. 
France floats in active circulation 300 million 
dollars of legal-tender silver, without “ driv- 
ing out the gold” money. The circulation 
silver has 
the effect of preventing gold from bo- 
coming dear in that country. Gold in 
France continues to be as cheap as silver on 
the basis of 15} ounces of the latter to 1 
of the former; and, with this double stand- 
ard and abundance of gold and silver, France 
flourishes as does no other nation in Europe, 
‘and has really not seen or felt hard times; 
while England and Germany—mono-m¢<iul

THE “NATIONALS” AT WASHINGTON. 

The snub which the fiat-money lunatics | 
received at the late elections has not pre- 
vented the played- out politicians and dema- 
gognes who hope to live upon that delusion 
from concentrating at Washington with the 

purpose of making a desperate effort to 
secure recognition. Their programme is to 
coax some of the Democrats with a strong 
penchant for fiat money to act independently 
with the few members who were elected as 
Nationals, and thereby secure a balance of 
power for the organization of the new House. 
If they should snoceed in this attempt, which 
is not at all probable, the only result would 
be to dictate to the Democratic eaucus or de- 
feat its action in regard to the officers of 
Congress, Their balance of power would 
not hold in matters of financial legislation, 
in which more Democrats will vote with the 
Republicans than there will be Independents 
to vote with soft-money Democrats. 

In the meantime the representatives of the 
fiat-money party at Washington are doing all 
they can to bring their party and its ideas 
into contempt. At a so-called conference 
they adopted a resolution which is simply 
ridiculous in the face of the report of the 
Secretary of the Treasury as to the resources 
of the Government and the preparation for 
resumption. This resolution ‘‘ denounces 
the resumption of specie payments as a 
fraud and delusion, impracticable in this or 
any other civilized country.” The statement 
is preposterously false as well as presump- 
tuous. France and England maintain a 
specie basis on precisely the same plan pro- 
posed for the United States, viz., by keep- 
ing the coin and currency in circulation side 
by side through ready interconvertibility. 
Resumption is not, therefore, impracticable 
in any other country.” As to its being a 
“fraud,” we cannot understand what that 
means. It would certainly be a fraud not 
to resume, because the currency which 
it is proposed to redeem consists of notes 
issued by the Government as promises to 
pay. If there is any fraud about the matter 
it consists in the long delay there has been 
in fulfilling the Government promise. 

The Nationals are unreasonably ‘rash in 
venturing a prediction that resumption will 
be impossible just on the eve of the attempt, 
and in spite of all the conditions favorable 
to ita suceess. Theré are two circumstances 
especially that should have deterred them 
from placing themselves on such a record. 
The Government has been accumulating gold 
in great quantities for more than a year, and 
the available gold in ‘the market has dimin- 
ished in proportion. How is it then, that, 
in spite of this withdrawal of gold from the 
market, and in spite of the demand for gold 
for certain exclusive uses, the premium 
thereon has constantly decreased until there 
is scarcely a perceptible shade of dif- 
ference between gold and greenbacks? No 


influence has brought this about except the 


mere promise of resumption, and if a prom- 
iss can do so much it must enjoy the 
confidence of the people, which is the chief 
essential to the accomplishment and main- 
tenance of resumption. Another point which 
the Nationals have ‘evidently overlooked is 
that the owners of gold have always trusted 
the Government with it; indeed, have 
sought the advantage of Government safe- 
keeping on the evidence of certificates of 
deposit, This will continue to be the Gov- 
ernment’s experience, with the difference 
that, instead of issuing certificates of deposit, 
the Treasury will give greenbacks (payable 
on demand in gold) in exchange for the gold 
sent for deposit and gafe-keeping. It would 
have been a much safer prediction if the 
Nationals had said that more gold will vol- 
untarily seek the Treasury vaults than will 
be demanded from the Government. 

Fortunately, the Nationals are in no po- 
sition to retard or embarrass the work of re- 
sumption. Such balance of power as they 
claim, or as they may be able to acquire by 
the defection of soft-money Democrats from 
their own party organization, will not: be 
manifest before the organization of the next 
Congress, and before that time resumption 
will have been so firmly established that the 
issue will be forgotten, except when those 
who made it shall bring themselves into 
contempt by recalling it. Before the meet- 
ing of the next Congress gold, silver, and 
Government currency will be in circulation 
side ‘by side throughout this country as in 
France; the people and business of the 
United States will enjoy the same benefits 
from that condition of things as are now en- 
joyed in France; and, at the same time, 
there will be more gold in the Treasury vauits 
than there is to-day. 


THE ROYAL PILGRIMS’ PROGRESS, 
The edvent of the Marquis of Lorne and 


his Royal spouse, or, to put it more correctly, 
the advent of the Princess Lovise and her 
husband, in Canada has produced an outbarst 
of flunkeyism which seems to know no limit 
of servility, and a crowd of Jenxinsza, fol- 
lowing in the wake of the Royal procession 
from Halifax to Ottawa, have served up the 
tid-bits of teadyism in a manner not only 
to tickle the ‘fetish worshipers’ in the Do- 
minion, but our own republican snobs as 
well. This spirit of flankeyism is not con- 
fined to the aristocracy of Canada, but seems 
to pervade all ranks and conditions. Poli- 
ticians, churches, charitable societies, fire- 
men, militia, Scotchmen, Frenchmen, Irish- 
men, Indians, school- children, and the in- 
mates of the orphau asylums, have taken 
their turn in doing homage to the Princess 
and acknowledging loyalty, and the pa- 
pers are now filled with grumblings from 
small towns where the worthy, worshiping 
burghers were not presented to the Princess 
by the Mayors, who absorbed all the glory 
they could to the exclusion of the small 
fry. In reading over the long and tedious 


narrative of adulation, one caunot help be- 


ing struck with the devotion of the orphans 
who were routed out of the asylum in Mon- 
treal to throw flowers at the Royal pair and 
sing God Save the Queen,“ whereupon, 
says Jxxxtxs, the Princess and Marquis were 
visibly affected by the loyalty of the chil- 
dren!

To check these tendencies has been 
the main purpose of BEACONSFIELD in secur- 
ing the Sig? gar trues of the Marquis of 
policy of protection against the 
vad States has already been made the 
key-note of the new Administration, but itis

FERNANDO wooD's IMPERTINENCE. 

It is evidently the purpose of the Northern 
Democrats in Congress to approve and sns- 
tain the disreputable methods whereby Re- 
publican majorities in Southern districts 
have been defrauded of their rights.

Hence the willingness of the 
Northern Democratic doughfaces to approve 
of any amount of fraud, corruption, and in- 
timidation that may be necessary to control 
the Southern elections, and hence their 
eagerness to curry favor with their Southern

Frerxnaxbo Woon’s speech on that portion 
of the President’s message relating to the 
Southern elections was not merely an im- 
pertinetice, but a disgraceful exhibition of 
unscrupulous partisanship.

THE SOUTH CAROLINA FRAUDS. 
The Democrats of South Carolina, not 

content wth having practiced the most in 
famous frands ever known in the political 
history of this country, are now engaged in 
prosecuting Republicans who have dared to 
protest against these outrages. There are 
now on trial at Orangeburg, S. C., three Re- 
publicans—Euoxxx A. Wrnster, the Deputy 
Postmaster; Mr. Lrvrxoston, the Sheriff of 
the County; and Sanpy Kerrr, a colored 
man, who was a Deputy United States Mar- 
shal on election-day—npon the charge of 
conspiracy to interfere with the counting of 
the votes on the evening of the election. 
As under the laws of South Carolina no wit- 
ness for the defense can be heard ina pre- 
liminary case, the testimony was er parte. 
Even with the whole machinery of the court 
in its hands, and unlimited opportunities for 
manufacturing and introducing all kinds of 
testimony without challenge, the utmost 
that the prosecution could  estab- 
lish showed that on the even- 
ing of the election, after the polls 
were closed, Mr. Wessren asked permission 
to goin and keep the tally of the Repub- 
lican votes. He was refused. The same 
request was made by Lrvrxvosro and Kxrrr. 
and they were refused, For asking per-

votes, these three meh were arrésted, and

A correspondent of the New York Tribune, 
writing from Orangeburg, gives some of the 
details of the manner in which the election 
was conducted at that place. Notwithstand- 
ing the promise of the Governor that one of 
the three Commissioners of Election should 
be a Republican, .no Republican was se- 
lected. The managers at all the polls in the 
county were Democrats. A great number 
of State Cons ables were chosen for each 
poll, and these were all Democrats, and they 
were inst ucted to arrest any negro they 
pleased and not to interfere with white men 
puttivg more than one ballot into a box. The 
State law requires that the vote shall be 
counted in public, and in past years the Re- 
publicans have counted it in the open court- 
room, This time the vote was counted in a 
small room, with the window-shutters closed 
and the door barred. We have already stated 
that the th: ee deputies who expressed a de- 
sire to witness the count have been arrested, 


although the statutes give general deputies | 


the right to be present at all polling pirees 
with unrestricted access to the place where 
the votes are being cast or connted. The 
result of the eleetion is thus stated by the 
Tribune’s correspondent : 


When the hox was opened at the Orangeburg poll 
the number uf votes was found to be 346 in excess 
of the number of names on the poil-list, showing 
that the box Lad been stuffed to that extent. The 
number of Republican votes in the box was not 
excessive, but the Democratic vote could pot be 
accounted for except by the kus-jone ticket 
fraud. In fact, the Democratic vote all over this 
county was a very light one, and yet a Republican 
majority of at least 2,000 was by fraud converted 
into a Democratic majority of 1.00. The tissue 
— 42 tickets were used at every poll in this county 
put two, and at those, which are in the forks of 
the Edisto Kiver, the Democrata have aiwnys had 
a majority. At those two points the election was 
honest, and at one of them the Dewocrats were 
beaten’ for the first time since Keconstruction, 
while at the other the Democratic majority was 
reduced one-nalf. At every other point. the 
„ Kies-Jjoke tickets were used by the Democrats, 
and althoagh the white people showed leas inter- 
est than usnal in the election, and the Democrutie 
vote was actually reduced, the Democratic yainus 
were enormous. 


The scenes at the Orangeburg poll were 
repeated in various sections of the State. 
Other Republican deputies were not only 
denied the right guaranteed to them by the 
laws of South Carolina, but have been ar- 
rested for presuming to ask for that right, 
and in some cases have been refused bail, 
and are now im jail awaiting: trial, Every 
detail of the Democratic method of carrying 
the election was in deliberate defiance not 
only ot the United States laws but of the 
laws of South Carolina, There was no at- 
tempt at concealment of the frauds, the laws.

work went on. without challenge or check.

FAT STOCK. 


Premiums Thus Far Awarded—Resotutions 
of the Board of Trade Directors. 

Yhesterday, the first day of the Chicago Fat 
Stock Show, was by no means largely attended 
by residents of the city, although there were 
many representatives from abroad, most iy per- 
sons interested in beef, pork, mutton, or in live- 
stock generally. It is to be regretted that the 
citizens of Chicago manilest so little interest in 
an exhibition which everybody must see is of 
the greatest importance to this city as 
the great central meat market of America, and 
appear so littie inclined to ebcourage improve- 
ment in the quality of the meat they put into 
their own mouths and ship to foreign markets. 


Take, for iustance, one of those fine young grade 
Suort-Horus, Devons, or Herfords. Its meat 
when cut up will bring from five to seven cents 
per pound, when a Texan or @ stock steer will 
fetch only from two to three cents live weight. 
One of the grade Short-Horns will weigh (alive) 
from 1,600 to 3,500 pounds, aud there is mighty 
little waste, compared with the carcass of a 
common stag. 

The Committees on Sheep and Cattle were at 
work yesterday, and several premiuins were 
awarded after the animals bad been duly weighed, 
*‘handied,’”’ and passed upon. The stalls re- 
ceived large additions yesterday of cattle, 
sheep, and swine. The exhivition thus far of 
poultry is very small, but one splendid specimen 
of a light Brahma capon, weighing seventeen 
pounds, may be seen strutting about wherever 
taucy directs. Tuere is also 4 side-show, with a 
special admission of 10 cents, Which contains a 
steam incubator, where chickens may be seen 
picking their way out of their shells almost con- 
tinuously. There is also a display of prepared 
horse und eattte food, whicti claims attention 
from the visitors. 

LATER IN THE DAY

THE BEETHOVEN SOCIETY CON- 
CERT, 

The Beethoven Society gave ite first public 
concert of the season last evening at McCor- 
mick Hall to a large audience, and with a pro- 
gramme which showed no letting down from its 
previously high standards, The Society turned 
out in full ranks, apd with orchestra as such a 
society should. Now that it has cut loose from 
the piano as an accompaniment, it not ovly has 
the opportunity to attack larger works, but also 
to give all its music with hightened effects and 
finer inish. There were about 100 singers on 
the stage, the male and female voices being 
about equally divided. 

The programme opened with Mendelssohn’s 
cantata, the “ First Walpurgis Night,” which 
bas been given once before by the Society, 
and was first introduced to the Chicago pub- 
lic some years ago by the Mendelssohn 
Society. Although one ot the strongest 
and most characteristic of Mendelssohn’s 
smalier works, it is not as familiar as others of 
his compositions. It was written to Goethe's. 
ballad, aud was first performed at a Gewana- 
haus coneert in Leipsic, Feb. 2; 1848, Kinder- 
mann taking the bass part and Fraulein Schloss 
the alto, who is said to have sung the pathetic 
appeal of the Frau: aus dem Vo'ke (Know ye 
not, a deed so daring”) with wonderful effect. 
Subsequently, when ſt was produced in Berlin. 
Devrient took the bass part, and in this con- 
nection the following extract from one of the 
composer's letters to Devrient will be of inter- 
est: “I have been writing a large composition 
that perhaps will one day make some 
effect, ‘The First Walpurgis Nicht of 
Goethe. began it simply because 
it pleased and excited me; I did not think of 
any performance. But, now that it is finished, 
I see that it is well suited for a large concert 
piece, and in my fret subscription concert in 
Berlin you shall sing the bearded Druid; the 
chorus sung by ——,, assisted by —-. I have 
written the part of the Dru d into your throstle 
(by permission), and you will have to sing it out 
again. As | have always found that those pieces 
which | have written with the least regard for 
people have pleased them best, so, 1 suppose, it 
will be with this one. Mendelssohn was richt 
in his supposition. « Though seldom beard, it 
rarely fails to please. It is a composition which 
is highly dramatic and full of color. The earlier 
parts of it were written in Rome, and partake 
of the influences of Italian skies and atmos- 
phere, and the remainder was written during 
his long visit to Goethe at Weimar, who fur- 
nished him with a lose analysis of the sen- 
timent of the m, which, it is clear enough, 
pictures the first contact of Christianity with 
beathecism. The overture is devoted to a 
theme in which Mendelssohn always excelled,— 
the transition from winter to spring, which leads 
up to a buoyant and exhilarating chorus ( Now 
May again Breaks Winter's Chain ), which is a 
very picture in tones of the genial influences of 
spring,—and who could write such spring songs 
as Mendelssohnt Thisis followed by a very 
mouroful and dramatic solo by the Woman of 
the Poop e, who warns the Druids that the prac- 
tice of their rites will exoose them to the wrath 
of the Christians, the warning being repeated 
by the chorus of women. In the fourth num- 
ber, the chorus of guards, where the watchmen 
disperse to hold the passes and guard the Druids 
in the performance of their rites, the dramatic 
element gains in intensity, and reaches its climax 
in the almost savage chorus. Come with 
Torches, in which Mendelssohn gave a 
free rein to his tancy, dashing his 
tones together almost ſucongruously, and yet 
preserving torm and harmoov in all these * 
elements by the strong undercurrent of the 
solemn song of the Druids which runs through 
their wild orgies, as well as in the closing num- 
bers, which give expression to the horror of the 
Christians. The performance of the choruses 
was, as a whole, excelfent, and, although the 
attack was sometimes uncertain, there was no 
lack of power and steadiness when ouce the 
singers were fairly under way. The wild chorus 
of the Druids in the performance of their rites, 
60 frequently recalling the incantation effects 
on Der Freischuetz,” was admirably given. 
The balance of the chorus appears to be better 
than last season, and there is Cecided improve- 
ment manifested on the male side, especially 
among the tenors, who are stronger and 
steadier. The solo parts were very fairly taken, 
With the exception of the alto solo, they are 
small, but ther were carefally given, es- 
pecially the baritone work, which iutro- 
duced a new singer, Mr. Ivan Moran- 
ski, of New York He has a voice 
possessing a fair share of power and of. very 
pleasant qualitv, and, notwithstanding a hoarse- 


ness, be sang with excellent effect and in a very 


musicianly way. Tue alto solo (Mrs. Watrous) 
lacked in dramatic force, though it was sung in 


fine vole: and with a manifest effort to express 


its sentiment. Still, the unusual slowness of 
the tempo in which it was taken, and the want 
of freedom in its interpretation. marred its 
effect. At the close of the performance, m 
which, happily, there are no halts for applause, 
the auaience greeted it with a very enthusiastic 
recognition, and the ladies’ ‘chorus proceeded at 
once with Rubinstein’s “ Water Sprite, the 
exacting and ungrateful alto solo in which was 
taken by Miss Ella A. White. This excellsnt 
singer is entitled to high credit for the faithful 
- legitimate manner in which she brought 
out the music in this trying solo. It is a 
thankless task, notwithstanding the character- 
istic beauty of the instrumentation, to make 
this solo, with its elusive, subtle spirit. intelli- 
gible to an audience. That she succeeded so 
well with it shows musical qualities of a higa 
order. Gade’s joygus and melodious Maries 
Message closed the first part, and was excei- 
lently given. 

The programme closed with six selections 
from »Tannhauser,““ which were made in such 
a manner as to secure continuity. The tirst was 
the Overture and the remainder vocal numbers. 
including, from the second act, Wo/fram’s aria, 
The Relates Star’’; the aria for uzabeth, 

iving greeting to the singers’ ball on the 

fartburg; the duo between Haben and 
lannhauser, io which ber superiority 
over Venus is acknowledged, and the 
following duo in which she con- 
fesses her love to der uncle, the 
Landgrave; all of which lead up immediately to 
the stirring March and Chorus, which are so 
familiar to all concert-goers. The parts were 
distribused to Miss MeCarthy, soprano; Mr. 
Schultze, tenor; Mr. McWade, baritone; and 
Mr. Koss. basso. Miss McCarthy's powerful 
voice was heard to fine effect iu her trying work 
and her naturally large and broad style and 
dignity of vocalization aided her in giving a 
very remarkable interpretation for one who has 
never beeu on the lyric stage. Mr. Schultze had 
but little to do, but that little was weill done, 
and Mr. Me Wade created a very decided impres- 
sion by his, fine singing of the Evening Star.“ 
luis gentleman has a Voice of excellent quality, 
and sings With good effect, but he would 
be stili more effective ff he would 
drop the tremolo, for which, least 
of all, there is no cal] in Wagner’s music.

Receipts 
keep up, and we may have a good deal of No. 2 
wheat come in this month yet, but the shorts may 
ud the longs competing with them for the spot ar- 

rivals. They do not, however, exhibit much 
alarm. 

There was a good deal of excitement on ‘Change 
yesterday, but rather of the jocular kind than 
otherwise, over the news that Keene had arrived 
in this city. A good many false cries were raised 
to the effect that de is here, and the sell took 
several times.

In this series it will be seen that in the calcu- 
lated atomic weights there is a common differ- 

ence of sixteen. That is, add sirtecn to the 
atomic weight of any substance, and you have 
as a result the atomic weight of the substance 
coming after it in the series. Numbers 4, 5, 7, 
and S of the calculated series are vet unknown, 
pat chemists hope to discover, some time, met- 
als which will exactiv ut in these ptaces and 
complete the series. In separating the so-called 
elements the missing metals may be found. 
The atomic weights of the known metals of the 
series determined by actual experiment, set 
down in the second column, will be seen to al- 
most exactly agree with the theoreticaliy calcu- 
lated weignts, and the variation can safely be 
attributed to mistakes in practical exveriment- 
ing. Thus we have av homologous series among 
elements. 

Lhe following is a grouping of the homologous 
series of paraffines, which are known to be com- 
pounds, with their molecular weights; 

HOMOLOGOUS SERIES OF PARAFFINES. 
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The common difference in this series is C H2 
or fourteen, and the difference between each 
number of the series and the number which 
precedes it is que to the aubstitution of methyl 
C Hs for hydrogen H. and conseguently equals 
an addition of C 2. 

Here we have an homologous series among 
known compounds, and an exactly similar one 
among new-called elements; an analogy is es- 
tablished between the two groups, aud we have 
the elements behaving just like the com- 
pounds, which leads irresistibly to the belief 
that we are wrong in calling them elements—

The Sheriff's office was all chips yesterday, the 
new inexperienced men not having gotten the 
bang of things yet. Me. Hoffmann was on hand 
trying to straighten ont things, but it was all in 
vain. in the first place, an order had been posted 
on the outside door prohibiting smoking in the of- 
fice, and individuals persisting in payiag no atten- 
tion to it were summarily dealt with. An attor- 
ney roshed in with his clear Havana” and was 
boanced, and a reporter followed, who wae given 
an articie not quite so clear, and also the privilege 
of smoking it, and he was unmolested, which 
served to stir up the wrath of some and to cause 
comment.

A QUESTION ANSWERED.

Curcaco, Dec. 2.— In your journal of the 27th 
of November last “A Subscriber” asks how 
many gallons of water per twenty-four hours 
are required to run a steam-engine of fifty 
horse-power. 

From practice it would appear that about 
twenty-six cubie inches of cold water for con- 
densing should be used for cach cubic foot of 
the capacity of the cvlinaer. We may infer 
from observation that the engines commonly in 
use require about four galions of cold water 
per minate for each horse-power. Consequently, 
a fitty horse-power engine will require 288,000 
gallons of water per twenty-four hours.
